A. Source reports that the ex-Muftl Raj J A&ln al-HQSAXnl prolonged hie stay in 
Lebanon from the 6 th untlA^the 10th of October ae the result of e message 
received from Col. Adlb'sHISHAKLI. The meesoge was delivered by an unnamed 
Individual at the bane of Raja'i<HUSAXftI in Beirut. 

2. On 6 October the Mufti viewed president SHAKOS 1 vbo promised to pay to the 
Arab Hlghp 6 Coaoittee the monthly an of 2000 Lebanese pounds, which 
Blsharah'al-CBORI bad paid in the past. The Mufti also visited most of 
the Lebanese deputies Moslem leaders, notably Semi SULK, Ibdullph XAFI, 
BIZZI, DA* UK, and KARAMAH, for the purpose of trying to get them to unite 
in their Lebanese political activities. * 

3* Source further reports that at the request of Muhammad Minx AVQ1B the Mufti 
took Amll'GBDRI back to Cairo with him on 10 October 1952. Abdullah 
&AMARAH van appointed Charge d'affaires of the Arab Higher Coadttee 4o 
repl&oe GHOKC, with Hajj EhalisFAKlK as his assistant.
